THE UPPER Culm Community 
Land Trust has submitted plans to 
Mid Devon District Council build 
12 affordable homes on a site on 
Culmstock Road, Hemyock. 

The planning application was 
due to be discussed by the council 
in December but has been post¬ 
poned until this month. 

The Upper Culm Community 
Land Trust was officially set up in 
March 2012 under the chairman¬ 
ship of Heather Stallard. 

The parishes of Hemyock and 
Clayhidon came together to form 
the trust - a not for profit organisa¬ 
tion - set up by local people to help 
improve or protect their village or 
neighbourhood. 

Run by volunteers, the Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust (CLT) can develop 
housing or other assets at perma¬ 
nently affordable levels for long¬ 
term community benefit. 

A CLT does this in three ways: 


by owning, managing and devel¬ 
oping things such as land, homes, 
shops, pubs, allotments and even 
schools, all at cost price with no 
profit margin on top; by holding 
these things in trust so that they are 
affordable and available for future 
generations; by being accountable 
to local people. 

The Upper Culm CLT’s assets 
are kept for the benefit of the com¬ 
munity in perpetuity. CLTs are 
democratic; their membership 
being open to all members of the 
village or neighbourhood. Benefits 
of membership include invitations 
to CLT meetings, the chance once 
a year to vote on a board of direc¬ 
tors, access to newsletters and 
other communications and the op¬ 
portunity to participate in more 
specialist working groups to use 
your skills to support the future of 
our community. 

The land trust is now looking for 


expressions of interest from resi¬ 
dents of Hemyock and Clayhidon 
who would be eligible to live in 
these 12 homes. There have al¬ 
ready some enquiries by potential 
tenants. 

• A separate home in Clayhidon 
which was built and designated as 
an ‘affordable home’ has remained 
empty for more than a year due to 
a dispute between the developer 
and Mid Devon District Council.

Beef and butterflies in the Blackdowns 


by Gavin Saunders 


ANYONE who owns or 
farms land on the wet, 
marshy valley sides of 
the Blackdown Hills is 
being offered new sup¬ 
port through the Beef and 
Butterflies project. 

This locally-run project 
is offering free and inde¬ 
pendent advice on the 
management of marshy 
grazing land throughout 
2013. 

It is also offering a 
chance to join a new 
local association to help 
owners of this land learn 
from each other and 
make the best choices for 


the future. 

Despite its beauty, the 
Blackdown Hills land¬ 
scape can be very diffi¬ 
cult to work, with steep 
gradients, poor soils and 
wet ground along spring 
lines. 

Yet the rushy pastures 
created by these condi¬ 
tions are very valuable 
for wildlife, supporting 
plants like ragged robin, 
devil’s-bit scabious and 
heath spotted orchid, and 
butterflies like marbled 
whites and the very rare 


marsh fritillary. 

These pastures are there 
because they have been 
grazed for centuries, but 
in recent years grazing on 
this sort of poor land has 
become less economic, 
and many sites have 
fallen out of use. 

Once farming ceases 
they quickly become cov¬ 
ered in scrub, which al¬ 
though it supports some 
wildlife, leaves no place 
for the previous fragile 
rare plants and insects.

fers help in several ways. 
Sometimes it is useful 
just to have the value of 
your land for wildlife 
pointed out. 

Then some simple ad¬ 
vice on the best manage¬ 
ment for your land may 
be helpful, and the proj¬ 
ect can also offer assis¬ 
tance in exploring 
sources of grant aid. 

Agri-environment 
funding is limited at the 
moment but if your land 
is not already in Entry 
Level Stewardship 
(ELS) then the project 
can help you with your 
ELS application. 
Income 
per hectare 

ELS will provide you 
with an income of £30 
per hectare for five years 
which, although not 
huge, may provide you 
with some added funds 
to tackle fencing or other 
issues. 

If you are already in 
ELS or Higher Level 
Stewardship (HLS),then 
the project may still be 
able to give you useful 
advice on achieving the 
prescriptions in your 
grant agreement. 

There is a huge amount 
of experience and 
knowledge amongst the 
communities of the 
Blackdown Hills of how 
to make the best of this 
marshy land, and a major 
objective of Beef and 
Butterflies is to provide a 


forum for the exchange 
and sharing of that expe¬ 
rience. 

What sort of livestock 
is best suited to wet land? 
How vulnerable are cat¬ 
tle to parasites and other 
infections when they 
graze these places? 
What is the best way to 
treat scmb invasion? Are 
there farmers out there 
who are looking for spare 
grazing? How do you 
identify the different 
plants and other wildlife 


on wet pastures? 

To this end the Beef 
and Butterflies project is 
helping to form a new as¬ 
sociation for owners and 
managers of wet marshy 
land in the Blackdown 
Hills, which will be 
launched with a farm 
walk in May 2013. 

The farm walk will be 
open to all, and will pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to 
see grazing management 
in action, discuss funding 
possibilities and provide 


links between graziers 
and landowners without 
suitable stock. 

The Beef and Butter¬ 
flies project is run by 
local people, and sup¬ 
ported by the Blackdown 
Hills AONB, the 
Forestry Commission 
and Natural England. It 
is funded by Making it 
Local, a locally-managed 
grants scheme in the 
Blackdown Hills and 
East Devon AONB areas, 
incorporating funding 


from the EU, Defra and 
Leader.

speeding in village 


DEVON and Cornwall 
Police have reviewed the 
issue of speeding in and 
around the 30mph zone in 
Smeatharpe. 

As a result the police 
have agreed to will con¬ 
tinue to station speed 
camera vehicles in the vil¬ 
lage periodically; to send 
resources to the area area 
when events are held on 
Smeatharpe Airfield; and, 
when the road through 
Smeatharpe is next resur¬ 
faced, the road markings 
will be changed so as dis¬ 
courage excessive speed. 
For instance, the white 
line along the centre of 
the road will be removed 


and white lines will be 
marked along the edge of 
the road, thus giving a 
narrowing effect and en¬ 
couraging drivers to re¬ 
duce speed. Other 
"engineering lining 

works" will also be con¬ 
sidered. 

The Campaign of Ac¬ 
tion for Noise and Nui¬ 
sance in the Blackdowns 
have waged a long cam¬ 
paign against speeding in 
the village. 

Prior to the police meet¬ 
ing, their spokesperson, 
Graham Long, said: “Ac¬ 
cording the the Devon & 
Cornwall Police website, 
77 drivers have already 
been caught speeding in 


Smeatharpe since May. 

“Compared with the 
other two locations in the 
Honiton Rural area where 
Devon & Cornwall Police 
regularly set up speed 
traps, Smeatharpe experi¬ 
ences far more speeding 
than the other two areas 
monitored - in 
Dunkeswell 40 drivers 
were caught and in Awlis- 
combe nine drivers were 
caught. 

“Police do not state how 
many times speed traps 
were set up or how long 
they operated for. All 
three locations have part 
time speed warning indi¬ 
cators but it is clear that 
the biggest problem with 


speeding in the Honiton 
Rural area is in 
Smeatharpe. 

“The electronic speed 
warning sign alone is 
clearly not working and 
one wonders how many 
of the drivers caught by 
the police were travelling 
through the village to 
reach the banger stadium 
or airfield motor sports 
events such as Streetwars. 

“Readers concerned 
about the danger to 
pedestrians and others in 
the village may wish to 
take this issue up with 
local councillors or 
Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice.” 


Last chance to apply for 
‘Making it Local’ funding

This round is open to small 
grants only (under £10,000). All 
projects applying for this round 
should be planned to take place 
March - July 2013.

Countryside volunteering could 
be your new year’s resolution 


LOCAL people are being en¬ 
couraged to fight the Christ¬ 
mas flab, beat the winter blues 
and meet new people by get¬ 
ting involved in a countryside 
volunteering activity in 2013. 
A variety of practical conser¬ 
vation opportunities will be 
available in the Blackdown 
Hills AONB as part of the ‘A 
Force for Nature’ project, 
which is supported by a grant 
of £39,100 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF). 

The opportunities available 
will include physical activities 
such as scrub clearance, cop¬ 
picing, woodland management 
and Himalayan balsam 


pulling. Or people can get in¬ 
volved in less physical work, 
such as helping out with im¬ 
portant wildlife and heritage 
surveys. Activities are run by 
experienced volunteer leaders 
from organisations such as the 
National Trust, Devon and 
Somerset Wildlife Trusts, the 
RSPB and the Neroche Con¬ 
servation Volunteers 
Catherine Beedell, Black- 
down Hills Countryside Volun¬ 
teering Hub Coordinator said: 
“Taking part in a volunteering 
activity in the great outdoors is 
a fantastic way to get healthier, 
as well as doing your bit to 
help conserve this Area of Out¬ 


standing Natural Beauty.” 

Regular conservation volun¬ 
teer Martin Taylor said: “I vol¬ 
unteer in the Blackdown Hills 
because it matters. Initially I 
felt that it mattered in an envi¬ 
ronmental way, now I feel that 
it matters much more to my 
own sense of wellbeing. You 
give and you don't always 
know what you will get back, 
but the overwhelming reward 
is that of belonging to a team. 
As individuals we matter, as a 
team we achieve.” 

The overall aim of the ‘A 
Force for Nature’ project is to 
raise levels of awareness and 
understanding of their natural 


heritage amongst local resi¬ 
dents and communities, and to 
help safeguard national and re¬ 
gional priority Biodiversity 
Action Plan species. The proj¬ 
ect will use five heritage learn¬ 
ing themes in interpretation on 
specific sites and in informa¬ 
tion provided to volunteer 
groups; the themes are: graz¬ 
ing management, woodland 
management, historic environ¬ 
ment interpretation, butterfly 
life histories and plant, tree, in¬ 
sect, bird and mammal identi¬ 
fication. 

Speaking about the grant 
award, Richard Bellamy, 
HLF’s acting Head of South 


West, said: “The Blackdown 
Hills AONB is one of the south 
west’s most unspoilt habitats, 
rich in the variety of its 
wildlife, and encompassing a 
range of landscapes from 
grassland to heath and mire. 
We welcomed the opportunity 
to be able to support this proj¬ 
ect, which will provide the op¬ 
portunity for many more 
people to become involved 
with and understand the natu¬ 
ral heritage of this fascinating 
area.”

Councillors call for more 
self help to limit flooding 


AT THE December meeting of Clayhidon Parish 
Council there was considerable discussion on the state 
of roads inthe Blackdowns following the recent floods. 

In some places the road surface has been washed 
away and many culverts and drains were overwhelmed 
by the quantity of water and debris. 

Councillor Ray Radford agreed to arrange for a meet¬ 
ing in the parish with the road’s foreman to look at the 
problems. 


However, in this time of austerity, the county council 
does not have the resources to clear ditches and drains 
as regularly as in the past and the parish council feel 
that parishioners should be prepared to help by clearing 
drains and culverts near their property to enable the 
water to run away more easily. 

Residents said that the flooding had been the worst 
for 30 years with torrential rain falling on already wa¬ 
terlogged ground scouring soil and stones from fields. 
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Where can village 
build 35 new homes 
by the year 2026? 

EAST Devon District Council is preparing a ‘Vil¬ 
lages Plan’, not to be confused with the Parish 
Plan, detailing policies for certain villages includ¬ 
ing Dunkeswell. 

The plan will set out boundaries for future devel¬ 
opment, identify land to be allocated for housing 
and possibly other uses and any other relevant 
policies. 

The Villages Plan will need to show where 35 
new homes can be built in Dunkeswell by 2026. 

Landowners have already had the opportunity to 
put forward land that they are willing to make 
available for development and these sites are 
shown on the Dunkeswell website. 

Most of these sites have been assessed to see 
whether there are physical/technical/viability con¬ 
straints to building housing in the village. The re¬ 
sults may be viewed at 
www.eastdevon.gov.uk/shlaa. 

The plans also show important features, such as 
landscape designations, existing built-up area 
boundaries, conservation areas and floodplains, 
an aerial view. 

Dunkeswell Parish Council sought the views of 
parishioners in October and last month sent a re¬ 
port to East Devon District Council setting out the 
preferred sites and issues raised. 

The parish-council sought the views of 
Dunkeswell residents on a number of issues, in¬ 
cluding preferred sites for housing development. 

There are three areas put forward by their 
landowners, each of which could accommodate 
the 35 dwellings proposed for the period to 2026. 

The area adjacent to the sports field is intended 
for the school but any part of the remaining areas 
would suffice.

Dunkeswell circuit is the place to race 


T HE 2012 season at the Dunkeswell Karti Club 
provided some of the closest and most compet¬ 
itive racing in the club’s history with driving 
standards also improving throughout the year. 

Looking back over the year, 931 drivers competed 
at the South West's premier circuit with numbers 
peaking at 121 for the July round.

Interestingly, weather wise, despite the 
tracks reputation, the dry weather out qualified the 
wet by 6 to 3 although when it rained it was biblical. 

The Honda cadets provided some great action, the 
exuberance of youth and most importantly, big grids. 
Over the eight rounds, two drivers dominated the top 
of the standings - Ryan Luscombe and Jordan Hur- 
man. Luscombe's early championship lead was lost 
after the first round and he had to fight Hurman to get 
it back by round four. After that, he maintained it to 
take the title by 18 points with Hurman second and 
Tom Canning in third. Hurman and Luscombe also- 
took the honours in the Dragon Challenge showing 
exceptional sportsmanship by electing to share the 
title rather than see who would win it on count back. 

The Comer cadets was a small grid and in reality 
with Alex Quinn away on Super 1 duties, it was left 
to Tommy Foster and Kieran Charming, the only two 
club drivers to compete in all eight rounds to fight it 
out for the title. Foster’s experience showed through 
and he dominated the races that Quinn was absent 
from. Foster took the title with Channing having an 
excellent season in second, despite only competing in 
four of the eight rounds, Quinn was third. Foster's 
year was capped by his victory in the Dragon Chal¬ 
lenge. 

MiniMax and another Channing was on the hunt for 
a title! Sam Stephens took an early lead in the stand-

Fopurth place driver, 
Ashley Lewis, having his best season in Seniors so far, 
took the honours for the club In the Dragon Challenge. 

It was brilliant to see a resurgence in the 177 class 
with grids topping 15 plus in most rounds. Defending 
champion Darren Lane had a slow start but by round 
three had got into his stride and was on top of the 
standings. The hugely experienced Rob Knight, 
fended of Wayne Stone to take second in the champi¬ 
onship with Stone some 69 points behind him in third 
place, but could console himself with his victory in 
the Dragon Challenge. 

As with all racing, nothing would be possible with¬ 
out the tireless work of the circuit management group, 
especially circuit manager, Paul Bromham, the MSA 
officials, the medical teams and, of note, the mar¬ 
shalling team who have remained focused and profes¬ 
sional whatever the conditions. Special thanks must 
also go to the drivers and mechanics who have pro¬ 
vided the swelling crowds of spectators with some 
close, competitive and most importantly safe racing 
and whose attendance have proven beyond doubt that 
Dunkeswell continues to be the place to race.

Is it wax? 

EARWAX (or cerumen to give it the correct 
name) is a naturally occurring substance found 
in the outer third of the ear canal. 

The process of migration allows the wax to travel 
outwards down the ear canal to the outside of 
the head, taking dead skin, dirt and bacteria 
with it. 

Earwax removal 

Although the ear has a natural mechanism for 
the removal of wax it is recognised that certain 
people do experience problems with accumula¬ 
tion of excess wax that may require irrigation.

"We normally soften the wax and 
dry skin with olive oil for 7-10 days first; some¬ 
times this is sufficient to break it down com¬ 
pletely." 

"We then check your ears for wax using a video 
otoscope so you can see on screen exactly what 
we are doing." 

"It's not just an age related issue," Colin adds. 
"People who also use hearing instruments, I- 
pods and mobile phone ear-buds, all produce 
more wax, and a significant build up can affect 
the technology that is being used."
